I think these two photos of an UFO will be of interest to you 
since the report went through your facilities. 1t was taken at 21:29R, 


on July 26% from my home. 


Both photos are over-exposed through my own fault. ‘They were 
taxen at F 3.5, number one exposed about &o seconds, number two from 5-5 
nas (educated guessing). The UFO appears as a thin, jerky line. 
Tne jerkyness was probably caused by nervous hands on the camera. 

In photo one, the line seems to separate. This was caused by 
the fluctuating brightness of the object (there were no clouds in thet 
vortion of the sicy), Ww Witich brightened and dimmed at reenlar intervals 
throughout the sightings. 


In photo number 2, the UFO anpears as a barely visible li 
at the bottom center of the picture. ‘The shutter was held open & 
the object was out of sight, below the roof. 


Immediately after finisning the second photo, Li contacted 
Martinsburg F.S.5. dy telephone. You kad no information indicating any 
object, aircraft, or otherwise, tnat fit my description of the U.F.0.
